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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest reference of record, EP 1293503 teaches triazole compounds useful as 
pharmaceutical therapeutic agents, see formula (la) in page 4 and the corresponding examples in 
pages 29-36. The instantly claimed compounds require a l-(2-pyridinyl or 2-pyrimidinyl)- 
(piperidin-4-yl)- group attached to the triazole ring carbon. The reference does not teach or 
fairly suggest any compounds having such combination of cyclic groups attached to the triazole 
ring. Reference disclosed compound of Example 70 contains a 1 -(phenyl)-piperidin-4-yl- group 
attached to the triazole representing the combination ring D'-ring B'- and a 2-F-phcnyl group as 
the A' ring. The instantly claimed genus, on the other hand, does not include such fluoro- 
substituted phenyl ring at the analogous position. The reference does not provide sufficient 
motivation to make the structural modifications necessary to prepare a compound of the instantly 
claimed genus and therefore, it is deemed that the instantly claimed compounds are novel and 
patentably distinct.
